London, Aug. :10.—By special appoint-

Hung Chang, England's guest o£ honor 
this raontb.

parlor. In Lord Lonsda!o!s mansion In 
Carltor. House terrace. A group of ser- 
vants stood before the door through 
•which the newsmaji \voa conducted by 
" Viscount LI. the 3liUasma.n'B uon, and 


who acts as his Interpreter. 


LI Hung CJiajiB rLrse and bowed with 


formal courtesy as his visitor entered, 
and then shook .hands, after which he 
motioned to a seat opposite to his own. 
LI waa habited In an undress costume, 
consisting of a plum-coIorLd stun" shirt, 
u diu-lc blue Hllk jacket and a black satin 
cap, 
with a crimson silk button in tho 


centtir of the crown,. to designate hM 
status as a mandarin. In the front ot 
thi! cap->>and was 'diced a large peurl 
etud. set with diamonds. A diamond 
ring also glittered on the llttlu finger ol' 
his right hand. His shoes were of black 
satin, trimmed with two .lines of green 
Mlk, having .thick, white felt soles. As 
the distinguished Oriental.took his seia, 
following his guest's action, his attitude 
strikingly rt.-'unibled the numerous pub- 
lished portraits fi'orn photographs, so 
that he would huve been roadily. recog- 
nized "without 
information as'to his 


Identity. 


During the course of the Interview. 


LI most of the time looked his Inter- 
locutor straight In the face, his piercing 
brown eyes suggesting the penetrative 
power of Rbcjitgen'rays., The complex- 
ion of the face is a dark bronze, relieved 
by a thin, strangling gray mustache 
and Imperial. 'While talking his faL'e 
becomes animated with an occasional 
smile, full of perception, accompanied 
by a. gesture. He then relapses into'the 
Impassilveness of a bronze idol. 
His 


voice Is low In pitch, but of.sonorous 
quality, and he speaks with the strong 
Inflections so" characteristic of the Chi- 
nese tongue.

LI Hung Chang has submitted to Inter- 


views a-number of times before his ar- 
rlvel In England, and bus seized that 
rather formidable Institution of western 
civilization -with a firm grasp, to direct 
It rather than to bo con trolled by It The 
method employed by. the astute Oriental 
diplomat 4* Jils;tlatervlews with news- 
paper men la to ask and not to answer 
questions. TheAmerlcan representative) 
found himself besought for Information 
of ths arrangements-Of thtrcomlng tran- 
sit of LI through tha/United States be- 
fore opportunity was -given--fa} put a 
query. LI was very eager regarding the 
program for his tour ofithe United Status 
and the-/American arrangements. 
He 


asked 1C*Philadelphia'-was much out of 
tho .\vaxi of the railroad route from-Xew 
TDrk to -Washington. . At this point the 
Chinese dignitary clapped his hands to 
cs.ll a sorva-it In the Oriental fashion. 
The servant, clad In native garb, en- 
tered, bowed low and retired, and then 
returned with tea ID a covered cup of 
exquisitely frail and delicate porcelain. 
While this was partaken of by his caller, 
Li Hung Chang asked about the special 
train on the Pennsylvania railroad, 
which Is to be provided for him, and 
whether It would carry him direct to 
Vancouver without change. He was In- 
formed that probably It -would. 


LI explained that John Kussell Youni; 


had written to him asking him to lunch- 
eon In Philadelphia,at which he promised 
that all Li Hung Chang's old friends 
should be present. . .LI first met Mr. 
Young when .the latter accompanied 
General Grant on his tour around the 
-world, and/afterwacd when he became 
United States minister to China undei 
President Arthur. LI asked If Mr. Touns 
held such a position among Americana 
as to lead tfiem tr-follow his arrange- 
ments. Being asi.Sed of this, he asked 
cordially after the health of Mr. Younr. 
and of General J. H. Wilson and Whar- 
lon Barker, whom he had seen In China.

T7an For the Cold Standard.' ' ' 
"•'' 


The uewspopers of North America 


which advocate gold monometallism" as- 
Eert that the'prosperityof Mexico is due 
entirely to the fact that it's currently is 
"inflated"—that ia to. say, that it is 
given a supposed value which in reality 
it has not, and that it has brought iiito 
existence: au activity which is anything 
but normal and on a solid foniida'tion. 
It is not at all surprising to us that on 
the eve of n presidential election, whibh 
perhaps may be decided in favor of the 
free coinage of silver and against fho 
gold monometallism, that the "sound 
money" precs of that country should 
endeavor to deceive the American'pnbiio 
with regard to the condition of affairs 
in .Mexico. 


It is to their interest to make the pi'O- 


ple believe that Mexico has no foreign 
market for its "depreciated silver, dol- 
lar. " These assertions are preposterous. 
Our circulating medium fulfills all the 
needs of the nation. Ic supplies the de- 
mand created by reason of the activity 
in our commercial and agricultural af- 
fairs. Our bauktrs are not issuing any 
more than the usual*amount' of bonds, 
which'are based upon silver. The mints 
are not coining dollars in an unusually 
large quantity. China and Japan aro 
buying these silver dollars in such quan- 
tities as to avoid the superabundance of 
silver in Mexico. Therefore how can it 
be sui d (.hen that our circulating medium 
is defective, whether it bo silver or sil- 
ver certificates? 


The reason why Mexico is improving 


is because the appreciation, of gold con- 
stitutes a premium upon all Mexico's 
exports and protects its national indus- 
tries, thus making it more difficult for 
foreign manufacturers to compete with 
our home industries. 
This fact has 


awakened the slumbering energy of our 
people and is also attracting foreign 
capital to share the' large' profits which 
our growing industries tifford. 


It is tmo that in order to insure the 


interests of our debts payable in gold 
we need moro silver dollars than before. 
However, this is counterbalanced by the 
increase in ' the government's revenues 
Foreign capital in developing the coun- 
try has increased the government's rev- 
enue, capital invented by men who know 
that investments iu Mexico are'safo and 
profitable.' 


Our progress ia slow, but steady. 


Therefore not even the most cautious >f 
our bankers is alarmed at the condition 
of our affairs, nud it does not afford 
any opportunity for ruinous specul:1.-1 
tions. However, lands' prosper for the 
cultivation "of sugarcane, coffee and to- 
bacco and have increased sojuewhat in 
'value, but the increase has been steady 
and solid. And it is due to the fact thiit 
a lares number of capitalists from the 
republic of the north are investing their 
money in these industries. Theso are 


j not the proper symptoms of "inflated" 


j currency, therefore such currency docs 
not exist, and the American press' has 
no occasion to censure us aad should 
look elsewhere for weapons with which 
to defend its gold standard doctrine, 
as it will bo unable to find them here, 
for the present at least. This country is 
very well pleased with its silver cur- 
rency, with which it pays its debts and 
continues to advance in spite of the 
misrepresentation of the Ameiican ora- 
tors and newspapers. It is not our desire 
that the Uu'ited States should adopt tha 
free coinage of silver. Onrnalional pro-' 
gramme would be seriously obstructed 
should it do so. We only wish that 
our neighbors should leave us alone to 
enjoy in peace the advantages of our sil- 
ver currency, anii'tbat intelligent and 
enterprising nien should continue to 
coma and invest their capital in this 
country and help in the aggrandizement 
of our nation.

cltl:n- episode at Providence a Jtw days 
ago, 
when a supposed bicycle thief es- 


cupcrl on a stolen machine, after having 
Jumped through a window, went riding 
away amid a nhower o£ bullets from 
those v.-ho attempted to capture him. 
The murder of Strange was surrounded 
v.lth the greatest mystery. He was held 
up about 9 o'clock at night at White's 
Four Corners, on the outskirts of this 
city. The man pointed a pistol at Strange 
and demanded money, but Strange pro- 
tested strongly, and In a brief struggle 
he.was shot, and died from his Injuries 
a few days later. The highwayman es- 
caped on a bicycle. Richard Marley, a 
farm ha-nd, was arrested, charged with 
the crime, last month, but was acquitted. 


When young "Willis was arrested Sat- 


urday at a fish market owned by his 
father, he drew two revolvers on the 
police, but was prevented from using 
them. He fought desperately, and al- 
most bit ofE an officer's thumb before he 
surrendered. A large quantity of fire- 
arms, ammunition and two sets ol false 
whiskers were found In his room- after 
the arrest. 


He admitted yesterday^that he had 


held up several people at night, and that 
he had broken into stores, both In Rhode 
Island and this part of Massachusetts. 
He denied, however, that he was the man 
ivho held up three men In Plerce's grocery 
store In Raynham. 


Willis Is very bright, and talked

view with tho Boston Globe correspond- 
ent, states liia reasons as follows: 


"I believe the present sold standard 


to be absolutely unjust and dishonest 
to this country, and responsible in a 
large degree for the lndustrln.1 depres- 
sion which has prevailed, and which, 
tor the past two or three years, has 
rested on tie people "With a force which 
has amounted to a paralysis of all 
business enterprise. 
"I am not In public ;l!fe, and have 


no de'slre to parade my views before 
the public, but this 13 not a. new ques- 
tion with me. My friends are aware 
that I have entertained these views 
for some time. 
The development Jn 
the financial affairs of the government 
of the past year, a.nd fuller Informa- 
tion on the subject, have, only served 
to Intensify my convictions. I see no 
reason why I should hesitate to express 
them." 


"Will you explain why you think the 
ffold standard unjust?" 


"I will try to make it plain In a few 


words If possible: The money o£ the 
world, by custom and by law, has been 
pold and sliver from time Immemorial. 
By custom first, and by law for Its 
better, regulation to meet the demands 
of modern civilization. 
Early In the 
history oE the country, on the recom- 
mendation of Hamilton and. Jefferson, 
by law, both were made legal tender 
at the ratio which custom .had decreed 
from tbe use of foreign coin, and the 
mints were opened to the free coinage 
of both gold and silver. 


"In 1803 the mints of France were 
opened to free coinage, and with other 
nations which both used and coined 
silver and pold at a ratio of 15 or 16 
to 1, established the money value of 
both metals. The amount of gold and 
sliver In sight constituted 
the 
real 


money of the world. The amount of 
either metal in sight varied 
greatly 


from time to time. For a long period 
the production of silver 
wag 
three 
times as large as that of gold. Later 
conditions changed, and for some time 
theproductloji of gold was three times 
as large as that of silver. But both 
by custom were used as money, and by 
law were legal tender at that ratio! 
The debtor at all times had the choice 
of coins, and the creditor received pay- 
ment In an honest dollar and was not 
dissatisfied. 
"These were the conditions existing 


In 1873. It Is Important to know what 
the supply of money of both 
metals 


\vas at that time, and the proportion 
of each. The gold and silver In use as 
money In the world was equal to 55 
per capita. This amount' was equally 
divided between the two metals; that 
la, J2.50 In gold and J2.50 In silver. This 
was the basis of all credit 
substi- 
tutes for money and served to meas- 
ure the wealth of the world, 


"Now by operation of law. com- 


mencing In this country In 1R73, and 
ending with India In 1895, the mints oj 
the world were closed to silver, and 
Its legal tender value restricted. "WTiat 
has been the result? Isn't It plain that 
$2.50 In gold Is .performing the work 
formerly done by $5 In gold and silver, 
and even more, as the trade and v..jm- 
merce of1 the world have grown, und 
Isn't It plain that the Increased de- 
mand for gold has enhanced its val- 
ue and thus raised tho standard? By 
custom we still use silver, but by law 
it has no value and stands an credit 
or token money not In a different posi- 
tion from paper mor.ey. 


"It Is denied by gold standard advo- 
cates that sold has Increased In val'J". 
I will refer those who doubt It to Sau- 
erbeck's table, which 
v Is indorsed by 
the English royal 
statistical 
society 
and by the leading scholars 
of 
the 
world. This table shows that while sil- 
ver has fallen T points from a standard 
made up of a variety of leading prod- 
ucts gold has risen 40 points in the 
same period. Nobody but a New Eng- 
land editor disputes these figures to- 
day, 
and some of them dispute facts 
at random and call It argumauL" 
1 am for protection. For th'i same 
reason I am for silver, but I dlKnr with 
my Republican 
brothers, who claim 
that a sufficient degree of protection 
will restore prosperity, with the present 
financial system. It Is not a. question 
of revenue, but of gold'and sold ex- 
ports. 
"From 1889 to 1833 our exports of gold 
were net 5214,700,000, and this under the 
McKlnley bill. Tet It Is claimed that to 
go back to that bill will stop rrold ex- 
ports. Our great production of gold Is 
urged. This-ls all a myth. With all the 
energy put Into Its production, new 
methods and all. the increase la slight; 
a total production of $45,000,000 In this 
country, about what Is used In th£ arts. 
""What would be the effect of. free 


coinage on the Industries of New Eng- 
land?" 
"That is what I want to ta.Ik about 
It is certain that we cannot have bi- 
metallism by international agreement 
at present. 
Three conferences hiive 
been held within 15 years, and at each 
English representatives have said, no 
"Why, was answered by Mr. Gladstone 
on the floor of parliament at the time 
the last commission was appointed, I 
think In 1S92, when he said, that Eng- 
land as the creditor country of tin 
world derived great benefit from th' 
appreciation of the gold standard, and 
used Illustrations to prove It. 
"This country Is Justified In taMns a 
positive stand for the protection of Us 
own Interests, Just as England 
has 


done. "When we get ready to net I ex- 
pect to. see France. Germany, Italy and 
many of the smaller countries unite 
with us, and all the silver countries 
will certainly do so. This would estab 
llsh the parity of the two metals at IB 
to 1 without friction.. If Jt cannot be 
done, and this country goes to a silver 
basis, then will came the great advan 
tage to our mills and 'operatives. 
The 
difference 
between 
the 
twi 
standards, 'ours being the lowest, wll 
act as the strongest kind of protection 
and the Importation of foreign g 
will be restricted. Besides, India, China, 
Mexico and other countries which buy 
manufactured goods use silver, End wll 
buy of us In preference to any country 
with a gold standard. Our mills, which 
have been practically shut, will again 
export largely. Prosperity will come 
back to us, and It will be England nex 
time which will ask for Internationa 
agreement" 
"Will not this change .bring ruin on 


the country before It Is accomplished?' 
' "Decidedly no, unless the people moe 
Interested • not to • have a panic brine 
one about. 
"Tou are aware that the opinions you 


have expressed are not In accord with 
the policy of the Republican party?"
